Mr. N eumann offered a concurrent resolution, 
sympathizing w ith the Prussian Jew s in their j»er- 
secujion by the beer-drinking people of Berlin, and 
cordially inviting them to come to California and 
bring with them their pelf.

T H E 
K E.V FIE LI» IN V E S T IG A T IO N . 


The investigation of the charges preferred against 
D. M. Kenfield by the R ecord-U.mon was continued 
by the Atsembly*Committee on Public Expenditures 
ar.d Accounts at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
Chairman Crank presiding and all the members of 
the committee present. 
William A. Davis, the fiist witness exam ined, tes­ 
tified th at he was Deputy Controller. 
In the ab­ 
sence of Mr. Kenfield he superintended the business 
of the office; but th a t gentlem an had been con­ 
stantly present in the office, with the exception of 
six or eight days that he was away on the service of 
the Board of Equalization. 
He had no means of 
knowing what am ouut of work m ight Wave to be 
done on any day. The witness gave a general de­ 
scription of the 
routine of business and the 
plan on which it was c inducted. 
He had read the 
charge in the R eco r d U n io n , bu t he could not tell 
as to its tru th or untruth, and he knew nothing of 
what work Mrs. Kenfield had performed, a<- u was 
apportioned to her by the Controller. 
11 tv dew 
th at Mrs. Mandevi)le, had when employed i.y her 
husband, made out the warrant list, and Mr. Holmes 
had done it subsequently, bu t he was not aware of 
who was doing th at work at the present time. 
In 
reply to Mr. Matthews, the witness statea that he 
had never asserted to any of the State officers that 
he thought Mrs. Kenfield was drawing a salary 
without doing any work. He further stated that the* 
lady m ight have been doing this work of making out 
the lists without his knowing anything of the fact. 
He was not aware of her ever having done it in the 
office, and knew th at th e was not regularly em­ 
ployed iu the office. 
She iui^»ht and might not 
have done work in the Controller's private office. 
He did not know. 
Iu reply to Mr. Burns he an­ 
swered th at he never knew of Mrs. Kenfield per­ 
forming any labor iu the Controller’s office. 
Had 
seen Mrs. Kenfield there writing, and she might 
have been doing work for the office, but he didn't 
know th at she was. 
He thought three id- rks were 
necessary in the office, and he himself hail never 
worked harder in his life than during the last eight 
months. 
He considered th at the two clerks who 
were there at the present tim e were overworked. 
M. W. Wilder stated th at he was the book-keeper 
of the office and had been employed there for about 
three months. 
He was familiar with the routine of 
the office, bu t had little opportunity of knowing 
what any other clerk was doing. 
He usually re­ 
ceived his work from Mr. Earnes. Th« testim ony of 
this gentleman was mainly relative to the app rtlon- 
m .n t and method of work in the office, 
lie knew 
nothing of Mrs. Ke field’s connection with the es­ 
tablishment, beyond the fact thut the name of E. 
N. Kenfield was on the books. 
lie was not ac­ 
quainted with the lad> and knew nothing ef her 
ever having done any work in the office, but she 
m ight have performed clerical work for tt.e office 
without his knowledge. 
Governor Perkins was i ext examir.ed. 
He said 
th at hearing a rum or to the effect th ai Mrs. Kenfield 
was drawing a ealary without rendericg an equiva­ 
lent in service, he went to the Controller and asked 
the latter gentlem an in regard to its truth. 
Mr. 
Kenfield showed him fifteen or tw enty sample 
sheets of his wife’s work, which was executed in 
a very neat and workmanlike style. 
The Controller 
denied the report alluded to. aud stated th at his 
wife was doing tiie work which had formerly been 
done by Mrs. Mandeville. The Governor, after 
saying 
that 
Mr. 
Kenfield 
had 
been very 
courteous *nd polite in this conversation, bore trib ­ 
ute to his efficiency and capability as an officer. He 
said that in some cases it m ight he very difficult to 
make a good showing of the work peiforn ed by a 
clerk who rendered a variety of services. This was 
the case with Mr. Hart, his private Secretary, and 
so m e of the clerks employed m tr.e office of th e Pa­ 
cific Coast Steamship Company. 
Personally, he 
knew nothing about the tru th or un tru th of the 
charges against the Controller. 
His information 
was entirely hearsay. 
In conclusion, the Governor 
emphasized the principle th at no public officer was 
justified in drawing money appropriated for his 
office by law, hut not required in its operatiou. 
He 
Illustrated this prir ciple by some facts connected 
with his own adm inistration. 
The testimony of E. E. Eamcs, the i ext witness 
called, was almost a repetition of that of Messrs. 
Davis and Wilder. 
He knew of no services i n ­ 
formed by Mrs. Kenfield, although she m ight h a \e 
done some work. 
He, too, was impressed with the 
necessity of having thiee clerks in the offi e. 
The evidence of C. II. Holmes, the next witness 
called, and also a clerk in the Controller’s office, dif­ 
fered from th at of the others only in the fact th at 
on some occasions he had seen Mrs. Kenfield work­ 
ing in her husband's private office. 
Here the committee adjourned until 7 o’clock this 
evening.

REGENTS. 


The Senate has aga.in, by a vote of 20 to 
17, refused to confirm the nomination of 
Mr. Curtis to the Hoard of Regents. 
We 
have already pointed out th at the Repub­ 
lican members were putting themselves in 
a very discreditable position by the course 
they had assumed in this m atter, and we 
are now compelled to say th at by persist­ 
ing in that course these members have 
done a siill more foolish tiling. 
I t Í3 not 
merely a question of the choice of a Re­ 
gent made by Governor I’erkins. 
It is not 
merely the will and judgm ent of the E x­ 
ecutive these Senators are resisting." It is 
the will and judgment of the people (f 
California. 
It is true that their attitude 
towards the Governor is the reverse of cour­ 
teous, and that in refusing or neglecting 
to state the reasons for their, action after 
receiving his message they have been guilty 
of grave impropriety, but after all it is 
the law of the State and the Constitution 
of the State which they are so stubbornly 
defying, and it is therefore becoming a 
serious question how far in this arrogant 
contem pt for both the organic law and 
the statute a branch of the Legislature 
can proceed with impunity. Both the Con­ 
stitution and the statute provide in the 
most explicit terms that no political con­ 
siderations shall enter into the choice of 
Regents of the University. 
There is no 
possible escape from this direction. 
But 
the Republican majority in the Senate has 
notoriously undertaken to trample upon 
these provisions, and to force the Governor 
of the State to make partisan appointments 
to the Board of Regents. 
The Senate 
majority is so flagrantly and utterly wrong 
in this m a tte r; 
it 
is so openly and 
wantonly in opposition to the law, as well 
as to common sense, that the Governor 
cannot afford to give way. 
Indeed he is 
compelled to adhere to his nomination 
now th at the Senate has deliberately made 
it a question of changing or violating the 
law. 
We are amazed th at the Republicans 
should be so regardless alike of the inter­ 
ests of their party and their own reputa­ 
tions as to commit 
themselves to so 
untenable a position as they have here 
taken. 
They must not imagine that they 
are evading the legitimate consequences of 
their 
obstinacy 
by 
withholding their 
reasons for refusing to confirm the nom­ 
ination of Mr. Curtis, for the Governor’* 
message made it impossible for them to 
remain silent if they had any other than 
political reasons for their declination ; and 
since they have not spoken it is now made 
more certain than ever that they are insti­ 
gated by partisanship alone. 
It has there­ 
fore come to be a question whether twenty- 
partisan Senators can override the Consti­ 
tution and the law, and bulldoze the Exec­ 
utive into betraying his trust, or whether 
the Constitution and the laws are para­ 
mount. 
It is sufficiently evident that no 
political capital can be made out of such a 
situation by the Republican party, and 
th at it will be called on to repudiate and 
condemn the course of those who have thus 
set themselves and their partisan narrow­ 
ness of apprehension above the law. 


TOO MANY POSTPONEMENTS. 


W e observe that the trial of Clarence 
Gray, the murderer of Theodore Glancey, 
has been again postponed, this time until 
the 3d of February. 
These frequent post­ 
ponements of murder trials are against the 
interests of justice ; th at is to say, the 
public interests. 
In nine cases out of ten 
their only purpose is to defeat the law, and 
we hold that it is the plain duty of the 
Courts to discourage and disallow them 
whenever possible. 
This man Gray ought 
to have been tried three months ago at 
least, and we believe th at no valid excuse 
for postponement in his case has ever ex­ 


isted. 


TriE NEED FOR CONSISTENCY ON THE 
CHINESE QUESTION. 


W e think' it fortunate th at the Senate 
declined to adopt the Davis resolutions on 
the Chinese treaty until they had been 
referred to the Committee on Federal 
Relations, for had they been accepted 
under the impulse of the moment the 
effect must have been very damaging to 
the credit of California consistency. These 
resolutions object against the new treaty 
that it does not prohibit the naturalization 
of the Chinese. 
W e shall not here enter 
upon a consideration of the soundness of 
this objection, but shall proceed to exam­ 
ine its implications. As a m atter of course 
the adoption of such resolutions would put 
California in the attitude of protesting 
against the possibility of Chinese natural­ 
ization. Now though the question appears 
to have been quite strangely overlooked, it 
is really necessary to point out that this 
position is in flat contradiction to the 
strongest arguments which have been made 
on this coast against 
Chinese immigra­ 
tion, 
and as 
it is not to be 
sup­ 
posed 
th at 
such 
a 
contradiction 
would 
escape 
the 
observation 
of 
our 
Eastern 
brethren, 
it 
is almost 
i jd :spensable th at it should be either re­ 
conciled or avoided. 
Of course the aim of 
all who propose measures bearing on this 
subject is the same, but it doe^not follow 
that the wisdom and appositeness of these 
measures are equal. 
On the contrary, it is 
notorious th at the stupidity and folly of 
ignorant extremists has in the past re­ 
peatedly hindered remedial legislation, and 
strengthened Eastern prejudice against the 
California view of tbs question. 
Of the 
arguments against Chinese immigration 
which have been formulated and presented 
to the people of the East, there is only one 
which has struck them as being really 
formidable, and th at is the repugnance of 
the Chinese to assimilation with the people 
of the U nited States. 
It has been argued 
th at the Mongolian brought here the civil­ 
ization of China ; that he despised and 
detested American civilization ; th at he 
neither understood nor cared to under­ 
stand our institutions ; that our literature 
and 
history 
were 
sealed 
to 
him ; 
that he was 
in 
all essentials as the 
inhabitant of another planet, and that he 
had no inclination whatever to merge him 
self in the Anglo-Saxon community, or to 
relinquish his T artar civilization. 
I t has 
been contended th at such a being, briDg 
ing here no stable feminine elements, and 
refusing 
to m arry 
into 
the country, 
could never represent anything more than 
a class of virtually servile labor, from 
which no real advantage to the State could 
be expected, and which could only force 
and keep down the price of white labor. 
These were philosophic and sober consider 
ations, which admitted of practical analy­ 
sis, which excluded vulgar and irrational 
prejudice, which 
involved 
no fanciful 
moral inferiority on the part of the Chi 
nese, but which placed the objections to 
them somewhat solidly upon the double 
foundation 
of 
patriotism and political 
economy. 
No other California argument 
ever produced any conviction beyond the 
Sierra. 
This one did.

But now, if we are to take the Davis reso­ 
lutions as a guide, it is proposed to throw 
away all the advantages gaice 1 through 
this argument, for it is proposed to repud 
iate this argument. 
Heretofore we have 
complained that the Chinese refused to as­ 
similate with us. Now it is declared that we 
will not assimilate with the Chinese. How 
can we say th at they decline to assimilate, 
when we refuse toallow thcm todoso? And 
if indeed they have no objection to as­ 
similation ; if indeed they are so eager to 
become naturalized that nothing but posi­ 
tive prohibition deters them —what becomes 
of the argument based on their inveterate 
adherence to their own civilization ? Can 
not the Senate perceive th at if the Chinese 
really seek and desire naturalization, the 
most formidable reason for excluding them 
is obviated ? 
Let it once be understood at 
the 
East th at the Chinese are realiy 
anxious to become American citizens, and 
the opportunity will be afforded them. 
Nor in th at event can it be imagined that 
the politicians would continue their attacks 
upon them. 
They are safe game so long as 
they cannot become citizens, but the law 
which throws open the ballot-box to them 
would shut the mouth of every demagogue 
in the land. 
As aliens and pariahs the 
Chinamen are everybody’s target. 
As pos­ 
sible voters they would be treated with the 
same respect which other embryo citizens 
enjoy. 
Now to declare that the Chinaman 
is panting to be naturalized, and that he 
can only be prevented by force, is to give 
away the w hole case in regard to him, and 
to admit in effect th at the prejudice against 
him is unworthy of respect or attention. 
It is to say that he has in him all the 
possibilities of 
good 
citizenship, 
but 
that 
notwithstanding 
this 
we 
are 
determined on excluding him. 
The Senate 
ought to realize the mischievous conse­ 
quences of such a course. 
If the opposi­ 
tion to the Chinese is degraded to a mere 
vulgar race prejudice it cannot be made to 
hold its ground. 
To place it on the plane 
of the Davis resolutions is, in our humble 
opinion, an invitation to Congress to leave 
the naturalization question open. It would 
not be possible to create a more disastrous 
impression than th at which these resolu­ 
tions are certain to convey-. 
They would 
confirm all the worst impressions of the 
Eastern zealots, and at the same time si­ 
lence those who because they have thus far 
treated this question with studied modera­ 
tion, have almost alone succeeded in pro­ 
curing a hearing in the Atlantic States. 
We hope th at the Senate will proceed very 
cautiously in this matter. 


THE OPIUM QUESTION. 


Though the rumored opposition of cer­ 
tain New York merchants to the new 
Chinese commercial treaty, on the ground 
that it will give a monopoly of the opium 
trade to England, is untenable from the 
standpoint of American obligations and 
duties, the inference drawn by those mer­ 
chants as to the tendency of the treaty is 
undoubtedly 
correct. 
The 
prohibition 
placed upon the trade in opium as regards 
the U nited States is liable to have pre­ 
cisely the effect pointed out, and this the 


R e c o r d - U n io x demonstrated when first 
the outline of the treaty was disclosed. 
Of course it is possible th at the acceptance 
by the United States of such a prohibition 
may induce England to abandon the opium 
trade, but we confess th at we do not re­ 
gard this as in the least degree probable. 
The revenues derived from the opium trade 
are too large to be abandoned now, and no 
ministry would probably have the courage 
to propose such a measure, particularly at 
a time when the removal of all foreign 
competition promises to increase the profitB 
of the business.

bonds authorized to be issued by the Act of July 14, 
1S70, entitled “ An Act to author ze the refunding

ANALYSIS OF THE FUNDING BILL.

Page, Pacheco and IMg- 
gett against it. The Republican opposition 
was based upon a belief that the till, in pro­ 
viding for a three per cent, short-time bond 
aud certificate, is impracticable for refunding 
purposes, except in so far as it provides for 
the compulsory use of three percent, bonds 
as a basis for national bank circulation, and 
that this requirement is unjust and danger­ 
ous, by threating the stability cf the present 
volume of currency. Undoubte liy most of 
the members who voted for the bill believed 
it a practicable and v. igp measure, but many 
votes were giaep for it only because of a con 
fident expectation that the Senate wili amend 
the bill either hy increasing the rate of inter­ 
est or lengthening the duration of the bonds.

Swamp-land Act of 1866, but which could 
not be done because of the Department, re­ 
quirement for field notes, which the btate 
could not famish, for the simple reason that 
its survey's were not made in the field, but 
plotted from Federal surveys.

CHINESE TREATIES. 


Commissioner John F. Swift 
Interviewed. 


HIST0SY OP THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


It sms Made Public for the First 
Time on the Pacific Coast.

Here among a large moderate and conserva­ 
tive class- who believe that the Chinese immi­ 
gration treaty is as satisfactory a solution of the 
much vexed question as could be reasonably 
expected, and that to oppose its ratification 
would be to reopen the whole question, risk all 
that has been gained and stultify California 
in the eyes of the nation. 
It is more than 
suspected, indeed belief seems widely dif­ 
fused, that the opposition that has shown 
itself in the Legislature springs from tavo 
sources—the interest of the steamship com­ 
panies, who see iu the stoppage of Chinese 
immigration a material reduction of their in­ 
come, anti the Democratic policy of obstruc­ 
tion, that would rather see the country 
damned 
than 
saved 
under 
Republican 
auspices. 
There seems a disposition to bring 
up in objection to the treaty features that do 
not exist therein, or that are either ignorantly 
or willfully misconstrued. 
Glascock’s reso­ 
lution objects that the treaty provides no 
means of determining the real status of the 
Chinese coming to this country, and. Da < i?, 
in his preamble, claims that tho treaty con­ 
fers upon 
the Chinese rights of natural­ 
ization 
and 
citizenship, 
and 
provides 
that it shall not be competent for the 
Government 
of 
the 
United 
States 
to prohibit the immigration of the laboring 
classes of China. To throw some additional 
light on these and other points in the treaty, 
and to shoav the difficulties under which the 
Commissioners labored in obtaining the con­ 
cessions contained in it, I Lave conversed at 
length on the subject with 


JOHN P. SWIFT, 
One of the Commissioners who on our part 
negotiated the treaty, and tend you the sub­ 
stance of the interview for publication: At 
the first business meeting of the United 
States and Chinese Plenipotentiaries an ex­ 
change of views took place as to what was 
wanted by both parties. Basing their action 
on that interaiew, the Chinese Commissioners 
presented articles setting forth their position 
in the premises. Through the courtesy of 
Mr. Swift I am enabled to lay before you 
these articles, which have not yet been made 
public on the Pacific coast. 
After the usual 
preamble, the same in effect as that of the 
treaty as adopted, Article I reads aa follows : 


ARTICLE I. 
The United States, in regulating the immi­ 
gration of Chinese laborers to California, 
will limit the number who may enter the 
ports of the State, but will not prohibit such 
immigration. 
Only meh Chinese will be in­ 
cluded in this limitation aa are found, after 
careful examination at the time uf their en­ 
try into ports of California under rules to be 
established by the United State?, to be actual 
laborers. 
Any regulations for limiting such 
immigration shall only be such as to hinder 
ehe entry of immigrants of a class specified 
to the ports named, and shall not impose dis­ 
abilities of any 'kind or class upon eucb im­ 
migrants. 
THE WORD “ PROHIBIT.” 
TiiD, it will be seen, differs from the article 
in the treaty as concluded, in applying a re­ 
striction only to California ports. Tiie Com­ 
missioners rectified that, but the Chinese in­ 
sisted that the word “ prohibit ” should not 
be used. In the discussion of that point it 
was clearly developed that the power of reg­ 
ulation, limitation or suspension, a? gia-en in 
the treaty as concluded, meant if desired 
total prohibition, except in tbe matter of 
time. 
It meant that the United States 
should at any time have the right to stop the 
immigration 
of 
laborers 
entirely, 
for 
a month, 
a 
year 
or 
twenty 
years ; 
but the 
Chinese 
Commissioners 
would 
not 
place 
themselves 
in 
the 
posi­ 
tion of binding their Government 
and 
their infant Emperor to a perpetual prohibi­ 
tion of the light cf emigration to America. 
This doEB away with Mr. Davi-d objection, 
that the treaty does not make it competent 
for our Government to prohibit CLiuese im­ 
migration. 
The concession was the greatest 
the Chinese would entertain on that point. 


THE SECOND ARTICLE 
Of the Chinese draft also covers the same 
ground as in the accepted treaty: 
Article II. Chinese who may be desiroH? of 
proceeding to any other part of the United 
States for purposes of labor, excepting only 
the State of California, shall be allowed to 
go of their own free will and accord. 
1’er- 
sons of all other classes, with the exception 
of actual Chinese laborers, whose immigra­ 
tion into California will be temporarily regu­ 
lated and limited by the United States, 
whether proceeding to California as teachers, 
students, travelers, traders or artisans, as 
well as Chínete laborers ntfw iu that State, 
¡ will be allowed to go and come with entire 
freedom, and will not be included ill the 
limiting regulations. 
THE WORD “ LABORERS.” 
This differs widely, it will be seen, from 
the second article as accepted. 
Our Com­ 
missioners made an especial contest over the 
exemption of artisans, demanding that all ar­ 
tisans and handicraftsmen be included in the 
term laborers, which was finally conceded 
and clearly understood. This disposes cf the 
point as to the construction to be put on the 
words “ laborers now in this country to come 
and go at their pleasure,” as expressed in the 
treaty as concluded. 
Mr. Swift explains that 
it is the province of Congress to make such 
regulations as will prevent the importation of 
fresh Chinese in the nominal place of any 
returning from here to their own country. 
This may be effected by requiring the 
production of a certificate, or in some such 
manner. 
In any event the only evil that 
could possibly result from this clause would 
be-of an uuimportant character. 
NATURALIZATION. 
Article III. is the same as in the accepted 
treaty, and is the one which seems to have 
mainly inspired the resolutions of Messrs. 
Glascock and Davis, inasmuch as it guar­ 
antees 
to 
Chinese 
subjects 
iu 
this 
country all tbe rights, privileges, immu­ 
nities and exemption* which are accorded to 
citizens and subjects of the most favored na­ 
tions, and is in these resolutions construed to 
confer the right of citizenship. On this point 
Mr. Swift dilated at Bome length. 
He held 
that nothing is more clearly and completely 
established than that the question of natural­ 
ization is wholly in the hands of Congress, and 
is the subject of statutory provisions that no 
Bubject or citizen of any foreign country, 
black, wrhite or red, has any right, natural or 
acquired, by treaty to naturalization, and 
that in confeiring upon the Chinese the rights 
accorded 
to 
the 
most 
favored 
na­ 
tions the question of 
naturalization is 
therefore not touched. The question, in 
fact, 
was closed to argument. 
He ex­ 
plained the presence in tbe Burlingame 
treaty of a clause to the effect that nothing in 
that treaty should be construed to confer 
citizenship on Chinese on the ground that 
the treaty contained a clause recognizing the 
right of a subject of any power to change his 
allegiince, and the provision above men­ 
tioned was pnt in to give a formal quietus to 
any question that might arise under the 
clanse relating to a change of allegiance. He 
furthermore called attention to the fact that 
among all nations it has always been cus­ 
tomary to carefully guard against too great 
facility of e?caping from citizenship or allegi­ 
ance, and that the last thing any Govern­ 
ment would seek would be the loss of it* sub­ 


jects, alth >ugh it might favor their temporary 
emigration for purposes of gain. 


A “ LITTLE JOKER” DETECTED. 
Article 4th of the Chinese draft reads as 
follows : 
Article IV . The limi'alions t) be placed 
upon the immigration of Chinese laborers 
will be temporary in their nature. 
The num­ 
ber of immigrants allowed by the regulations 
will not be excessively small, r.or the term of 
years excessively long. 
Such regulations will 
apply only to Chinese laborers at w-ork for 
and employed by American citizen?. 
All 
other classes may go and come to and from 
the State of California, and their servants 
and employes, whether accompanying them 
or following them, shall not be included iu 
the limiting regulations. 
This, it will be seen, was shrewdly calcu­ 
lated by the Celestials to open wide tbe doer 
for the immigration of their countrymen. 
Our Commissioners 
detected the “ little 
joker” and obtained its modification, as 
shown in Article 1 of the accepted treaty. 


MISTAKEN IDEA CORRECTED. 
Articles 5 and 7 of the Chinese draft are 
those which gave rise to the somewhat widely 
diffused idea ihat any legislation by Congress 
on treaty jioints must be submitted to the 
approval of tbe Chinese authorities before 
taking effect. They are as follows: 
Article V. The Government of the United 
States will prepare regulations iu the spirit 
of the foregoing articles and communicate 
them to the Chinese Minister at Washington 
for his consideration. 
If there are poiuta in 
such regulations which need modification, 
they will be brought by the Chinese Minister 
at Washington to the notice of the Secretary 
of State and be adjusted. The Chinese For­ 
eign Office 
may also bring such points 
to 
the 
notice 
of 
the 
United 
.States Minister 
in Peking 
and adjust 
them in coireert with him to the end of 
securing mutual advantage and avoiding 
injury to either party, and thereafter such 
regulations will go into effect. 
Article V II. 
After the tavo Governments 
shall have agreed upon the terms of this 
treaty, copies of the regulations to he put in 
force under it will he prepared and signed, 
sealed and exchanged between the respective 
Plenipotentiaries. They will go into effect 
only upon their ratification by the two Gov­ 
ernments. 
Article V I. is omitted, as it refers only to 
the formality of exchanging copies of the 
treaties, etc. 


CHINESE PERTINACITY. 
These modest propositions of the Chínete 
Commissioners produced a long and tedious 
contest. The Chinese held stronglv to the 
position so .taken, and it was only when the 
approach of winter threatened to cut off c< m 
munication with the se3 coast, and our Com­ 
missioners announced their determination to 
leave without concluding their work, that 
the Chícese finally receded on the accordance 
of the provision named in the last article of 
the treaty as concluded. 
This give3 the 
Chinese Minister the right to call the atten­ 
tion of the Secretary of State to any matter 
of legislative enactment whioh he may think 
bears hardly upon his countrymen, who will 
consider the subject. 
In other words, the 
Chinese authorities simply reserved the right

The main hold which our Commissioners had 
upon the Chinese was the cpium question 
and the commercial treaty. That was a ques­ 
tion of but little interest to us. bat of the 
first importance to them, rnd it was used as 
a lever to move them to our desire?. 
Mr. Swift dwelt strongly upon the fact 
that the treaty, as finally concluded, was the 
very greatest concession that could be ob­ 
tained from China, and that to reject it. 
would be to placs ourselves in a averse 
position than 
before. 
Every 
point 
iu 
our favor had beeu made by hard fight­ 
ing. 
He 
called 
attention 
particularly 
to the fact that a treaty beare very much the 
same relation to the regulations to be made 
by virtue of it that a Constitution does to the 
statutes ; that it. is necessarily gensril in its 
uotnre, and is designed simply to leave the 
way clear for Cengressional action. 
This 
the (iresent treaty does, and it is all it can or 
should do. 
It now- rests with Conrre'ss t ■ de­ 
vise and put in force such regulations as 
will carry out the wishes of the people. 
If 
they fail to do that, it is not the fault of the 
treaty or those who negotiated it.

THE HOSPITAL CASE. 


Investigation of the charges Against Dr. 
Lalne—Affidavits Presented. 


The Board of Supervisors, sitting as the 
H ospital Committee, commenced an investi­ 
gation yesterday of the charges made by Mrs. 
W alker against Dr. J . R. Laine, Superin­ 
tendent of the County Hospital, in which she 
charges him with rudely driving her from the 
bedside of her husband only three hours be­ 
fore his death. 
D r. Laine filed a statem ent 
to the effect th at the charges are nntrue, and 
that Mrs. W alker presented them by reason 
of influence exerted upon her by other persons 
who are unfriendly to him. 
H e desired a full 
investigation if ti e Board taw proper to 
make it. 
H e alto 
presented 
affidavits 
in 
support 
of 
his statem ent, 
as 
fol­ 
lows : Oue from C. E. Burnham, steward 
of tbe hospital, in which he states th at at 
the time M r. W alker was admitted to the 
hospital he was accompanied by his wife, who 
said she would have to leave him there to be 
taken care of while she went to work, and 
left her aidless as at Sacram ento; th at he 
was in a very uncleanly condition when he 
was adm itted aud was properly cared for. 
Shortly after, he became sick and she carno to 
visit him. 
The day before his death she was 
there again and remained during the day, and 
said she was going to sit up « ith him during 
the night. 
The ward M r. W alker was in 
was exclusively for male patients and there 
were many sick in it, and the Superintendent 
declined to allow 
Ler 
to 
remain 
in it 
during the night, as it would inconvenience 
the patients and be improper. 
She was 
told, However, th at she could sleep in the 
«om en’s ward, and th at the would at oue? 
be notified if anything happened, and also 
that she could again come into the ward 
« here her husband was, iu the morning. Dr. 
L ain: had her provided with supper and a 
bid. 
Iu the evening two men called to See 
her or her husband, and 
be was sent for.

The affiant further states th at the arrange­ 
ments for attendants and uurees day and 
l ight weie such th at her husband conhi have 
all needed attention. 
Tho affidavit of John Hinson presented, 
was to the effect that a t the time Mrs. 
W alker was there on the occasion referred to 
tile sick male patients weie frequently wish­ 
ing to get up, and were not dressed, and the 
doctor finally told her it was no place for her, 
but th at she m ight go into the women’s ward 
to sleep1. 
Subsequently she came in there 
again, and the di ctor told her again th at she 
must not stay any longer. Affiant did not see 
the doctor touch her nor use force of any 
kind. 
Affiant further stated th at he did not 
think it a proper place for women uuder the 
circumstances. 
An affidavit of Thomas Sheehan, who was 
a nurse at the Hospital, was also filed by Dr. 
Laine, which is to the same effect and cor­ 
roborates th at of G. E. Burnham. 
I t also 
statf fl th at the doctor did not p u t his hand 
upon M is. W alker, as is alleged she has 
stated, nor use any force whatever. 
I t fur­ 
ther states th at she came from the Hospital 
th at night of her own free will, after a bed 
had been provided for her in the women’s 
w ard; th at she stated to affiant th at her. 
nephew had come and she would go to the 
city with him. 
Affiant told her she could 
ride into town in t ie morning. 
She was not 
shoved out of the ward from Ler husband, 
but \vat told quietly that it «-as no place for 
any female to remain all night. 
Affiant also 
corroborates the testim ony of Hinson, th at 
there were ample attendants during the day, 
and a nurse for the sick at night to give all 
c u e and attention th at m ight be needed. 
Mr. W alker died between 2 ai d 3 a. ii. of 
the night th at Mrs. W alker came away as 
stated. 
She left between C aiul 7 o’clock in 
the evening. She could have remained at the 
Hospital and been wilh him at bis death if 
she had so desired, and affiant thiuks she in­ 
tended to stay until the man called «horn she 
said was her nephew. 
A fter reading the affidavits, Mrs. W alker, 
who had been summoned to be present, 
stated th at she was not awaie th at the inves­ 
tigation was to proceed yesterday, and she 
therefore requested th at she be allowed until 
to-Jay to procure her witnesses cad counsel 
to represent her.
